Tithe Canses are tried in the Bishops' Court, and before two Magistrates ( not at Ses- 
sions), therefore there is not any Record of Tithe Cates by Civil Bill, before the 
Assistant Barrister. ’ 



(’.) Cork - ... Mo Docmnent in the office of the Clerk of the Peace to enable him to make a Retorn. 

(’.) Down . . . . xt. Causes of Action specified in the several Civil Bills, are not entered in the Books 

kept for the entering and trying of Civil Bills. 

(‘.) Dublin . . - - This Return is subsequent to 8th September 1823; the time of the appointment of the 

present Clerk of the Civil Bills. 

(h) Gnlway . . . .The Assistant Barrister's Book does not distinguish Tithe Cases from ntry other enses. 

(■.) Kerry . . . - The Retards io the office of the Clerk of the Peace, do not diserimin.te Tithe Action! 

from other actions. 

f.) Kilkenny - - - No entry of the Cause of Action made in the Register's Book at Sessions, and therefore 

the Number of Processes in suits of Tiibes, can be only made out by the officer’s 
knowledge of the persons who hold Tithes in the County. 

(•.) Londonderry County! . 

and City . . ./ This .. a Return of all eases in which Clergymen are Plaiatiffs, as there is no distinction 

made in the entry as to the Causes of Action. 

(’.) Longford - . - There were many Appeals from the decision of Tithe Cases, by Magistrates. 

(.) Louth - - . . The Cause of Action is never recorded in the Book of Entries.

No Civil Bill Cause respecting Tithes, appears to have been entered for Trial, during the 
years 182a and 1823. 

A Number of Civil Bills are brought on Promissory Notes, the consideration for which 
was Tube ; the entry m the Book being merely the note, they cannot now be ascer- 
tained, anil of course are not included in this Return. 

The Cause of Action not being entered, the Return cannot be made, save that the cases 
were few. 

This Return taken from the Civil Bill Books; and the entries being in the Names of 
Clergymen, is the only authority on which it is founded. 

There is no entry or document in the office of the Clerk of the Peace, to him to 
make the Return.
